Illinois State Convention 

My first convention this year was 
Illinois, April 30-May 2. Brother 
Johnson was scheduled to go to Illi- 
nois for the state convention, but his 
daughter was seriously ill in Miami 
at that time, and it was my privilege 
to attend the convention, which was 
held at Benton. The Lord certainly 
blessed the ministry of His Word. The 
singing and music, I believe, was the 
best I have ever heard there. The 
reports from the field revealed the 
fact that the brethren had been 
working with their state overseer, 
Brother E. O. Kerce. Although the 
final count of the mission offering was 
not announced, since this was at the 
beginning of the conventions and the 
mission offerings are- not being 
announced until the General Assem- 
bly, at the Assembly you will hear from 
Illinois. The Orphanage offering was 
splendid. In fact, everyone brought a 
good report and seemed encouraged 
with the outlook in his territory. I be- 
lieve that by the Assembly they will 
have a wonderful report from that 
territory. 
Chicago Constitutional Convention of 
National Association of Evangelicals 

From the Illinois convention we 
went to Chicago to the Constitutional 
Convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, where God met 
in a special way with the 470 dele- 
gates representing 65 denominations 
and a constituency of two million 
people. 
General Assembly of Colored People 

Our next meeting, May 16-23, the 
General Assembly of our Colored peo- 
ple, Jacksonville, Florida, where God 
met with us in a marvelous way. We 
were happy to learn that our colored 
brethren had an increase in the work 
in every department of the Church. 
Their ministers had preached ap- 
proximately 7,000 sermons during the 
year, had set seven new churches in 
order, had built nine new church 
buildings and had an increase in 
membership of approximately 250. 
They had paid off the debt on their 
auditorium of $1,540 and $900 on the 
w#oys’ dormitory and $100 on the small 
chool building. The tithes paid into 
the local churches had increased 
from $14,710 for the previous year to 
$23,676 for this year. The aged min- 
isters’ fund showed a balance of $1,- 
106.28 with an increase of $439.95 over 
that of last year. Their property 
value had been increased from $135,- 
275 to $184,800, with an increase of 
over $48,500. The tithe receipts at the 
general headquarters was $2,581, with 


. an increase of more than $1,100. Last 


year for the orphanage work they 
raised $2,103.20; this year they expect 
to go far beyond $3,000. They had an 
increase likewise in their Bible School 
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efforts. 

May God ever bless our Colored 
people and their overseer, Brother N. 
S. Marcelle, and help them in their 
efforts to spread the gospel among 
their people. Calls are coming from 
various fields, even through this of- 
fice, for contacts with the Colored 
ministers. May God continue to bless 
them and cause their work to pros- 
per. 

Louisiana State Convention 
Northern District 


This convention convened May 28- 
30 at West Monroe. We were delighted 
to visit our home churches and hear 
the report of the faithful ministers 
and their overseer, Brother W. C. 
Byrd, giving praise to God for the 
accomplishments in their territory. 
The ministers were especially 
anointed of God. The music and sing- 
ing was good. Rev. A. L. Burroughs, 
overseer of Arkansas, and Rev. A. H. 
Batts, ex-overseer of Louisiana, were 
present; both delivered splendid mes- 
sages, encouraging the ministry and 
laity. The reports showed increases in 
the finances in all departments of 
the work. There will be a South 
Louisiana convention for the benefit 
of the churches in the southern end 
of the state.

This convention was acclaimed by 
all that I heard express themselves 
as being the greatest convention Ten- 
nessee has ever had. The program 
was loaded from early until late with 
good things. Because of the special 
meeting in Cleveland of the Mission 
Board with some ten representatives 
of the work in Mexico we were unable 
to be in all the services of the con- 
vention; but time would fail me to 
tell of the various special speakers 
and their appropriate subjects and 
the hearty responses received to each 
of the messages.

Financially, 
Tennessee has gone far beyond any- 
thing she has ever done heretofore. 
She showed increases in every de- 
partment of the work, including 
membership.

Giraud Warns Concerning Fall 
of France 


General Giraud, writing in Life, as 
reported by Moody Monthly, “gives 
reasons for the fall of France, and 
some of these destructive things are 
evident in our own country today.

“First, the primordial question, that 
of birth rate.

God chosen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to nought things 
which are: That no flesh should glory 
in his presence.” Notice he said, 
“Things which are despised, hath God 
chosen.” There is no other doctrine 
despised like the doctrine which Jesus 
taught. The reason for that is that the 
doctrine of Christ reproves sin. That 
is why they crucified our Lord and 
Master, they knew that the things He 
spoke were true and because their con- 
sciences reproved their hardness of 


heart and formal worship, they there- 
fore became the murderers of the Son 
of God. I wonder if today there aren't 
many who try to justify the deeds of 
the flesh, which are evil, just because 
someone says they are all right, and 
because of that oppose this old-time, 
Holy-Ghost, God-sent experience of 
holiness for the mere hard bread and 
water diet of carnal pleasure and seli- 
ish indulgence in worldly formalisms. 
I’m afraid that there are a great ma- 
jority of people just as I have de- 
scribed. 

Yes, the hour has come, and it is 
nearly gone. What are you doing to 
further this gospel of holiness? There 
is a new hour coming, but in that 
hour the dead shall hear the voice of 
the Son of God and they shall come 
forth out of their graves, some to 
everlasting life, and some to everlast- 
ing condemnation. Which group shall 
you be in? 

“Eternity! oh, how long you are! 
they that enter thee must go to the 
judgment bar.” 

It will be too late then to make res- 
titution with God. Make your decision 
now. Being sorry then will not help 
you, but godly sorrow now will help 
you then, if you abide faithful to the 
very end. Godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance, but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. 


SABOTAGE

Jesus said in Luke 11:23 that they 
that are not for us are against us.

Foundation Doctrines of Protestantism 


(Sermon delivered by Earlie M. Tapley, at Tennessee State Convention) 


“According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise mas- 
terbuilder, I have laid the foundation 
and another buildeth thereon. But let 
every man take heed how he buildeth 
thereupon. For other foundations can 
no man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ.” 1 Cor. 3:10, 11. 


I have chosen this text for my mes- 
sage tonight because it sets forth 
Christ as the foundation of Christian 
faith. Protestants believe Christ and 
the Bible, rather than the papacy and 
traditionalism, to be the foundation 
upon which Christianity rests. The 
very name “Protestantism” indicates 
that there is a protest against some- 
thing, and I shall have a few things 
to say about that “something” to- 
night. 

The great doctrines of Protestant- 
ism cover a broad field—a field so 
broad that we cannot cover it at close 
range. Much of our confusion today, 
anyway, is due to the fact that we try 
to see everything at close range, and 
consequently we see only a part of it. 
You have heard the story of the blind 
men who disputed over the elephant. 
One felt of his leg and contended that 
an elephant was like a tree; another, 
feeling of the elephant’s tail, decided 
he was like a rope, and on goes the 
argument. That’s like so many of us 
today. We dispute because we see so 
little, and each sees a different part. 
We need a broader and more objective 
view. 

There was a time when a general 
took the lead of his army as they 
marched to battle, and it was not un- 
common for a general to die at the 
front. In recent years the theory has 
grown up in military circles that a 
commanding general can observe and 
direct his armies better when he is 
far back of the firing line. There is a 
story of a negro who was fighting in 
World War I. Suddenly he dropped his 
gun and retreated as fast as his legs 
could carry him. After a few minutes’ 
running he was halted by a military 
gentleman who demanded, “Why did 
you not salute me?” 

“Salute you,” the negro inquired ex- 
citedly, “is you a officer?” 

“An officer! I’m a colonel!” 

“A colonel? Boss, is I done run dat 
fur back?” 

In the great issues of Protestantism 
I wish we might get far enough back 
tonight to catch a panorama and close 
enough up to examine some details. 
We are going to deal largely with 
church history that we might point 
out some of the cardinal principles of 
Protestant faith, and see in it those 
great lessons that teach us along the 
way. 

A VIEW OF THE EARLY CHURCH 

I should like to notice first a few 
things about the early church. In 
those days Christianity was a religion 
of simplicity. They took little interest 
in forms and ritualism, but with one 
accord they continued stedfastly in 
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the faith, breaking bread from house 
to house, having their possessions in 
common, and seeking God for those 
great visitations of the Holy Spirit 
and power which came upon their 
services and lives. It is those visita- 
tions that we need today. 

THE COMING OF APOSTASY AND 

THE DARK AGES 


But time changed the early church 
a great deal. After the first two or 
three centuries it began to lose that 
simplicity and power and became 
more formal and ritualistic, becoming 
burdened with temporal and political 
interests. In 313 A. D., by the Edict of 
Milan, Constantine made Christianity 
a legal religion and Roman persecu- 
tion ceased. Later it became the state 
religion, and the whole Roman Em- 
pire was ushered into the church 
without any thought of the new 
birth. 

Gradually the church gained politi- 
cal power, and the Bishop of Rome, 


‘being in the capitol of the empire, 


assumed leadership of the whoie 
Christian Church until he was finally 
recognized as Pope, thus completing 
the Roman hierarchy. As the empire 
grew weaker the church grew strong- 
er, and when Rome fell in the latter 
part of the Fifth Century the Pope, 
as the head of Christendom, became 
the leader of civilization, and the 
period commonly referred to as the 
Dark Ages fell as a pall upon Europe. 
During that period the great ecclesi- 
astical system of the Catholic Church, 
as we know it today, was fully devel- 
oped. Within this religious system 
there developed superstitions and 
false doctrines, one of which was the 
doctrine of transubstantiation; that 
is, that the bread and wine of the 
communion table became the literal 
body and blood of Christ when 
touched by the officiating priest. 
(Brother E. C. Clark gave you some 
information on the beginning of this 
doctrine in his fine message yester- 
day.) The Roman Church developed 
seven sacraments which must be ad- 
ministered by the priest; they came 
to teach that without these cere- 
monies one could not be saved. The 
Pope was accepted as infallible, and 
much of the doctrine of Christianity 
was built upon the shifting sands of 
traditionalism rather than upon the 
solid rock of Bible truth. Brethren, 
that is one of our dangers today, and 
we must be careful here. No doctrine 
must become dear to us simply be- 
cause we have preached it; we should 
hold sacred only that which stands 
the Bible test. One of the fundamen- 
tals of Protestant faith is that the 
Bible, not a religious system, is the 
final authority in religion. 
THE DARKNESS OF MIDNIGHT— 
ABSOLUTE APOSTACY 
Under Pope Innocent III the Catho- 
lic Church reached the zenith of her 
power. The Pope’s power was absolute, 
and he needed only to declare an in- 


terdict or read his dreaded ceremony 
of excommunication to bring proud 
emperors to his feet in the proverbial 
penitence of sackcloth and ashes. The 
story goes that one of them came 
down to Rome and stood barefoot in 
the snow at the Vatican gate begging 
for a chance to do penance and be 
forgiven. 

I have here a document I believe 
will be of interest to you, so I am go- 
ing to read it. It is a ceremony of 
excommunication used about 1000 A. 
D. I feel sure it is authentic, because 
it was given me by Dr. J. Wesley 
Hoffman, who is head of the History 
Department of the University o 
Tennessee. This service is carried on 
in a chapel where all is dark except 
for a candle that burns in front of 
the officiating priest. (I hardly think 
you brethren will want to take it 
home and read it over some rebellious 
member.) The priest begins: 

“By the authority of God the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit, and by the holy Mary, mother 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and by the 
holy Michael, and by the holy angels 
and archangels, and by the holy 
Peter and the holy Paul, and by all the 
holy apostles, and by the holy Stephen 
and the holy martyrs, and by the holy 
Martin, the holy confessors, the holy 
Magdalene, the holy Catherine, and 
by all the holy virgins, and by all the 
saints of God, we hereby excommuni- 
cate, damn, anathematize, and se- 
quester from the threshold of the 
Mother Church, these men 
whom we are minded to curse. 

“May they be cursed within and 
without. Let them have no society 
with Christian men. May they be 
cursed walking, sitting, standing, eat- 
ing, drinking, waking, and sleeping. 
May they be cursed in the home and 
in the village, in the fields and in 
the woods, on the land and on the 
water. May they be cursed in all their 
members from the sole of the foot 
to the top of the head; may there be 
no health in them. May their part be 
with Dathan and Abyron, and Nero, 
and Simon Magnus, and with Judas, 
the betrayer of our Lord, unless they 
repent and come to amendment. 

“And as this candle is extinguished, 
so may their souls be extinguished in 
Hell. Let it be done .. . Let it be done 
. .. Let it be done. Amen.” 

If you understand the superstitio 
of Medieval Europe and also the deep 
respect they held for the power of 
the church, you can imagine what 
terror this ceremony struck to men’s 
hearts. During this period men were 
bound by the chains of feudalism, a 
system which tied every man to his 
land as a servant for life, as well as 
being under a religious system of ab- 
solute tyranny. These were the great 
social and religious problems that 
were crying for reform. 

THE DAWN—THE RENAISSANCE 

The great movement known as the 
Renaissance was a forerunner of the 
Reformation. The word means “re- 
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birth.” It was a rebirth of learning— 
a revival of the study of the classics. 
It first began in Italy about 1400 A. 
D., later crossing the Alps to cover 
the whole of Europe and penetrate 
the British Isles. This great awakening 
signaled the passing of the Dark 
Ages. But it still did not represent a 
movement of true scientific research; 
it was rather a revival of the study 
of the ancient authorities. 

I heard a story of an assembly of 
some of these classical scholars. They 
were seeking to answer various ques- 
tions. Someone wanted to know how 
many teeth a horse had, so the search 
began. When they were unable to find 
the answer in Socrates, Plato, Aris- 
totle, etc., they were bewildered for 
an answer. (Remember that these fel- 
lows felt that all acceptable answers 
must come from one of the ancient 
authorities.) Finally one young schol- 
ar arose with the unorthodox sug- 
gestion that they simply count the 
teeth of a horse and see. Of course, 
they almost kicked him out. Now 
let us not laugh too quickly; we may 
see something that looks like our- 
selves here. 

This new interest in learning 
caused men to question anew the ab- 
solute authority of the Pope. There 
was a growing feeling that man might 
approach God for himself. One of the 
first preachers of this doctrine—a 
doctrine later known as “the priest- 
hood of all believers’—had been John 
Wycliffe. Wycliffe was an English 
scholar and a professor at Oxford 
University. He also attacked the doc- 
trine of transubstantiation which he 
termed a “blasphemous folly.” The 
doctrines of Wycliffe spread to Bo- 
hemia where they provided the 
weapons of John Huss, a professor at 
the University of Prague, to attack 
the corrupt religious system. Huss 
didn’t last long at it. He was charged 
with heresy, taken to Germany for 
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trial, and burned at the stake. The 
Bohemian people could not forget the 
martyrdom of their beloved Huss, and 
when the Reformation came the 
memory of Huss remained to influ- 
ence the Bohemians against Catho- 
licism. 

DAY BREAKS—LUTHER AND THE 

REFORMATION 


The fires of reform had long been 
smouldering; it remained for Martin 
Luther, whom we usually think of as 
the father of the Reformation, to fan 
them to flames. I think we should say 
a few things about this great reform- 
er. 

Luther was born on November 10, 
1483, in Eisleben, of Saxony. His par- 
ents were poor peasants, but by 
thrift they were able to give their 
son a liberal education. They were 
very religious people, and Luther re- 
ceived religious training in the home 
and in school. His father intended 
for him to be a lawyer, and sent him 
to the University of Erfurt where he 
received his master’s degree. He took 
up the study of law, but had no taste 
for it. He became deeply convicted of 
his sins and feared that he would 
surely be lost. The death of a close 
friend deepened this conviction, and 
much to the disappointment and 
chagrin of his father he turned to 
the church, entered a monastery, and 
was ordained to the ministry. He was 
later chosen as instructor in philoso- 
phy at the University of Wittenberg, 
where he received his doctor’s degree. 

For nine years Luther led a peace- 
ful academic life lecturing to the 
students and preaching in the city, 
but he was still haunted by the con- 
viction that nothing that he could do 
would merit salvation. He made a 
visit to Rome, and there is a tradi- 
tion that he was converted during 
this visit while climbing on his knees 
up the steps of the Lateran Church 
and got the idea of his great doctrine 
of justification by faith. Whether this 
is true or untrue we do not know, but 
it is known that one day while lectur- 
ing to his students on Paul’s epistle to 
the Romans he came upon the clause, 
“The just shall live by faith.” Luther 
had read this verse many times, but 
he grasped a new meaning that day. 
The more he searched his New Testa- 
ment the more firmly convinced he 
became that man is not justified by 
the power or prayer of the priest, but 
by personal faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Soon after this John Tetzel came 
to Wittenburg selling indulgences. By 
the purchase of an indulgence, a per- 
son was practically paying the church 
for the right to sin. It was a foul 
practice, but Pope Leo X needed 
money to finish St. Peter’s Cathedral 
down in Rome, and he was using this 


‘plan to raise it. Luther realized that 


this practice was contrary to his be- 
lief that, “The just shall live by faith,” 
and began to preach against it. He 
nailed his famous ninety-five theses 
to the old church door and the storm 
was on. Luther had written his theses 
in Latin, but to his surprise they were 
quickly translated into the language 
of the people and circulated through- 
out Germany, striking a responsive 


chord in the hearts of the people. It 
seemed to be the thing they had been 
waiting for. 

Of course, the Pope decided im- 
mediately that something must be 
done about this; so Luther was soon 
excommunicated by the church and 
summoned to Worms for trial. His 
friends remembered the fate of John 
Huss and advised him not to go, but 
Luther replied: “If there were as 
many devils in Worms as there are 
tiles upon the roofs of its houses I 
would go on.” In Worms he stood be- 
fore a court composed of the emperor, 
a number of other rulers, and thirty 
bishops. He boldly admitted his writ- 
ings and teachings, and spoke for 
two hours in his defense, concluding 
with these words: “Let me then be 
refuted and convinced by the testi- 
mony of the Scriptures or by the 
clearest arguments, otherwise I can- 
not and will not recant, for it is 
neither safe nor expedient to act 
against conscience. Here I take my 
stand; I cannot do otherwise, so help 
me God!” 

Before a verdict was reached to 
burn Luther, he was hastened off to 
Wartburg Castle where he spent a 
year writing pamphlets and translat- 
ing the New Testament into the 
German language. The church au- 
thorities had said that the people 
should not have the Bible; that they 
were not capable of understanding it. 
But soon after Luther came out of 
his retirement his people were read- 
ing the Bible in their own language. 
He believed if all the people could 
read the Bible for themselves, all 
would soon see alike; on that point he 
was bound to be disillusioned. 

THE REFORMATION FIRES SPREAD 

Once the fires of reformation were 
fanned ablaze, they could not be con- 
fined to the German border. They 
spread everywhere, warming the 
hearts of men and quickening faith 
in the Bible. 

Time would not permit us to deal 
with other great leaders like Calvin, 
Zwingli, and Knox. We could also 
speak of the great awakening that 
came much later under the preach- 
ing of Wesley and Whitefield—a re- 
vival that may have saved England 
from revolution at a time when her 
people were steeped in classical form- 
alism and social injustice. Multitudes 
wept as these two great preachers 
unfolded the mysteries of divine love, 
and told their hearers that God spoke 
to the heart, not merely through the 
cold reasoning of the head. 

THE TWO SCHOOLS OF THEOLOGY 

As the great revolt against Catho- 
licism continued, two great schools of 
theology developed. First came the 
Calvinistic theory of predestination, 
developed by John Calvin. He taught 
that the death of Christ was for the 
elect only, and only this chosen elect 
could be saved; all others were hope- 
lessly lost. We realize that Calvin was 
a great reformer, but we also believe 
he was wrong. My Bible says, “God 
so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that WHOSOEVER 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Later 
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WHEN I WAS ARRESTED 


MABEL MADDEFORD 


I was reared in a Christian home 
having a praying mother and a godly 
father who did all they could to rear 
their children for God. We had the 
old family prayer and reading of the 
Word every night and we children 
were taught to pray. But as we grew 
older we left the teachings of our 
parents and took up the ways of the 
world. Indeed we wandered into deep 
sin that caused much heartache to 
our parents. 

When we scattered and established 
homes of our own, Mother would 
write regularly, and her letter never 
contained a lot of news, but instead, 
she quoted the scriptures and ever 
warned us of our evil ways. Quite 
often we would write and tell her to 
stop preaching to us. But she would 
tell us she was praying for us and 
knew that God would sometime save 
us. 

I became the mother of a son and 
two daughters and instead of follow- 
ing my parents’ example I taught 
them to dance and to play cards and 
to indulge in all kinds of worldliness. 

Oh, quite often the Spirit of God 
hovered o’er me and a great long- 
ing seized my heart to be a Christian. 
While I mocked at other Christians, 
at the same time I greatly admired 
them and longed to be like them. In 
fact, a few times I even made feeble 
attempts to live a Christian life but 
with poor results. But in spite of it 
the Spirit of God continued to follow 
me, although I rapidly traveled the 
downward road. 

Finally the time came when loved 
ones at home laid hold on God for 
my soul’s salvation and God began 
to answer prayer. I was put under 
arrest by the Holy Spirit. It was 
terrible darkness in the prison where 
I was bound. Fetters were about my 


hands and my feet, no ray of sun- 
light could I see.

Agonizing despair filled my 
soul and I cried out in torment while 
my jailor laughed in my face. He 
taunted me with scorching words and 
searing thoughts.

WHAT THINK YE?

St. Matt. 26:66 

“They answered and said, He is 
guilty of death.” 

The grand council of the Jews was 
convened at the high priest’s palace, 
waiting to have Jesus brought before 
them, and thither the officers con- 
ducted Him, bound as a criminal. 
Peter followed at some distance to 
see how matters would terminate, and 
having obtained admission into the 
high priest’s palace, he associated 
with the servants, as a stranger 
drawn thither from curiosity. This 
was another false step tending to his 
fall. In the meantime, the council 
earnestly “sought false witness” 
against Jesus, as conscious that they 
could procure no other and as de- 
sirous of giving their proceedings an 
appearance of law and justice, so that, 
a capital sentence having been pro- 
nounced against Him by the council, 
they might apply to the Roman gov- 
ernor to have it put into execution. 
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The professed entertaining of false 
witnesses against Christ will not seem 
strange, if it be remembered that, 
among the Jews, in actions against 
seducers of the people, or false 
prophets, it was lawful to say any- 
thing, whether true or false, no man 
being permitted to say aught in de- 
fense of them. But, while many false 
witnesses appeared against Jesus, the 
council could find no two persons 
agreeing in one testimony, without 
which the law forbade them to put 
any man to death. At length, two 
persons concurred in testifying that 
He had declared Himself able to de- 
stroy the temple and to build it again 
in three days. These words, which our 
Lord had uttered long before, were 
widely different from this statement 
of them, so that their testimony was 
false, though it had the semblance of 
truth. Yet even these two did not so 
agree as to give any ground for a 
regular sentence of condemnation. 


Indeed, it does not appear in what 
respect anything capitally criminal 


could have been found in these 
words, had they been actually 
spoken. The high priest, however, 
arose from his place in great commo- 
tion, as if some great crime had been 
proved, and demanded whether Jesus 
had anything to say in His own be- 
half when such things were against 
Him. 

Our Lord remained silent before 
this iniquitous tribunal, not merely 
from perfect meekness and patience, 
but as our Surety, that we might have 
an effectual plea before the tribunal 
of God. The high priest, therefore, at 
length solemnly “adjured” Him “by 
the living God” to declare whether 
He was the Christ, the “Son of God” 
or not. This was the customary 
method of putting men upon their 
oath, to which the criminals, or wit- 
nesses, were required to answer, as in 
the presence of God. When the mat- 
ter, therefore, was thus proposed, our 
Lord saw fit to answer that indeed 
Caiaphas had declared the real truth, 
and that, notwithstanding His present 
despised condition, they would see 
Him hereafter as “The Son of man, 
sitting on the right hand of power 
and coming in the clouds of heaven.” 
This is generally interpreted as His 
exaltation “at the right hand of the 
Father,” which was manifested by the 
“pouring out of the Spirit” on His 
followers. His final coming to judg- 
ment seems to have been intended, 
and the members of the council were 
warned that they would at length be 
constrained to stand before His awful 
tribunal. This avowal was evidently 
the very thing which the high priest 
wanted, and therefore, he “rent his 
clothes” as if in detestation of blas- 
phemy, inquiring what need they had 
to examine any more witnesses, as 
they all had “heard His blasphemy.” 
In consequence, therefore, they unani- 
mously pronounced Him guilty of a 
capital crime, and the attendants be- 
gan, by the allowance of the rulers, 
to insult, buffet and spit upon Him 
with the greatest disdain imaginable. 
Having covered His eyes, they “smote 
Him” with the palms of their hands, 
or rather, “with their rods,” demand- 
ing of Him a specimen and proof of 
His prophetical powers, by declaring 
the names of those who, one after 
another smote Him. Thus they, with- 
out intending it, fulfilled several 
prophecies, the literal accomplish- 
ments of which must previously have 
appeared highly improbable. 

Note Isa. 50:5,6, “The Lord God 
hath opened mine ear, and I was not 
rebellious, neither turned back. I 
gave my back to the smiters, and 
my cheeks to them that plucked off 
the hair: I hid not my face from 
shame and spitting.” 

Isa. 52:13, “Behold, my servant shall 
deal prudently, he shall be exalted 
and extolled, and be very high.” 

Micah 5:1, “Now gather thyself in 
troops, O daughter of troops: he hath 
laid siege against us: they shall smite 
the judge of ISRAEL with a rod upon 
the cheek.” Happy are they whom 
their most malicious enemies can al- 
lege nothing except by “false wit- 
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nesses.” 

Persecutors will indeed commonly 
be more assiduous in doing mischief 
than most diligent Christians in do- 
ing good. They will find false wit- 
nesses and invent slanders to give 
a color to their cruel hatred and to 
pervert the words of those who plead 
the cause of God to quite contrary 
meanings. By these methods has JE- 
SUS been persecuted in His followers 
in every age. 

“Now Peter sat without in the 
palace; and a damsel came unto him, 
saying, Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Galilee.” But he denied before them 
all, saying, I know not what thou 
sayest. And when he was gone out 
into the porch, another maid saw 
him, and said also unto them that 
were there, This fellow was also with 
Jesus of Nazareth. And again he de- 
nied with an oath, I do not know the 
man. And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, Surely thou also art one of 
them: for thy speech betrayeth thee. 
Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not the man, and im- 
mediately the cock crew, and Peter 
remembered the words of Jesus, 
which said unto him, Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
he went out and wept bitterly. 

Everything which Peter had seen 
and heard since his entrance into the 
high priest’s palace must have tended 
to dismay his mind. While in this 
situation, surrounded by terrors and 
dangers on every side, and doubtless 
assaulted by strong temptations from 
Satan, a young woman challenged 
him as being a follower of Jesus, and 
the dread of immediate detection, 
with all its imagined consequences, 
made him entirely forget his promises 
and resolutions. He was ready to 
fight for his Master, but he had not 
before thought of His ignominous 
death as a criminal. He was therefore 
surprised into a denial of Christ and 
a declaration that he knew not what 
the woman meant by such an as- 
sertion. When he had gone out into 
the porch belonging to the palace, 
perhaps with some thoughts of de- 
parting, another maid saw him, and 
said to those around her that he cer- 
tainly had been an attendant of Je- 
sus. Peter again denied it, declaring 
with an oath that he did not so much 
as know Him. After another hour, 
those who stood by came to him with 


a relative of Malchus, whose ear he 
had cut off, and, with greater con- 
fidence, declared that he assuredly 
was one of them, for they had seen 
him with Jesus in the garden, and 
his Galilean dialect betrayed him as 
one of His followers. But Peter, now 
filled with extreme terror, began “to 
curse and to swear,” or to anathema- 
tize himself as accursed of God and 
devoted to utter destruction, if he so 
much as knew this man. While he 
was using this horrid language, the 
cock crew, and Jesus having come in- 
to sight, turned and, “looked upon 
him.” Thus hé was at once brought to 
recollect the words of Jesus and his 
own rash statements. His whole guilt 
immediately rushed into his mind, 
and, without delay, he left the place 
full of the deepest shame, anguisn 
and remorse, and “wept bitterly” at 
the remembrance of his profaneness, 
treachery, cowardice and ingratitude. 

Let all beware of vain confidence 
and self-preference. It does not be- 
come us to boast, or resolve what we 
will do. Rather let us decline tempta- 
tion as much as we can and trust in 
the Lord alone to uphold us. Let us 
also avoid rashness and pray for vic- 
tory over the fear of man. In all of 
these respects, we need much for- 
bearance from our gracious Lord. But 
when self-confidence induces men to 
trust themselves uncalled into perlious 
circumstances, we may expect to hear 
of lamentable consequences. Little do 
we know how we should act in very 
difficult situations, if left to ourselves. 
The snow does not more naturally 
melt before the fire, than our resolu- 
tions vanish when we enter into 
temptation. Who then can say what 
he will do? or what he will not do? 
The way of sin is down hill. Every 
step makes way for another still more 
fatal, and there is nothing false, im- 
pious, or atrocious to which we might 
not gradually be tempted, if the Lord 
should wholly leave us. “Let him 
therefore that thinketh he standeth, 
take heed lest he fall.” And let us all 
distrust our own hearts, and rely 
wholly on GOD, according to His 
Word. 

If any have fallen, even in the most 
dreadful manner, let them think of 
Peter’s recovery and not despair, and 
let them recollect the words of Christ, 
as well as their own sins, that their 
tears, confessions and humiliations 
may be mingled with hope.

Jacobus Arminius, a Dutch theologian, 
began preaching the freedom of the 
will, that the death of Christ is for 
every one who is willing to believe 
and accept Him. This theology is the 
very essence of evangelism, and is 
known as Arminianism. 

A SUMMARY OF GREAT PROT- 
ESTANT TEACHINGS 
According to the Standard Ameri- 
can Encyclopedia, the following is a 

summary of Luther’s beliefs: 

1. The Bible is the final authority 
of faith. 

2. Man is corrupt and cannot be 
saved by good works, but by the grace 
of God alone through faith. 

3. Forgiveness of sins comes alone 
through faith in Christ. 

4. There are only three sacraments 
instead of seven; viz., baptism, pen- 
ance, and the eucharist. 

5. The hierarchy of the Roman 
Church and its ritual are not neces- 
sary. 

6. Every man is his own priest. 

7. The church does not consist alone 
of organized system; there is an in- 
visible church. 

So we here and now conclude that 
one of the great fundamentals of 
Protestantism is freedom of religion 
—a thing we are hearing lots about 
today. And I want to say, thank God 
tonight for the Bill of Rights which 
guarantees us freedom of assembly 
and freedom of worship. No greater 
document was ever produced in the 
history of man than the Constitution 
of the United States, and we pray 
that it may be preserved until the 
Lord comes back for us. We have the 
blessed privilege of preaching the 
truth, and may the Lord save us from 
setting up our own creeds and tradi- 
tions; may we take the Bible and 
stand upon IT. 

God has given us freedom of 
thought, and I believe He wants us 
to use our heads and be thinkers like 
free men and women. I have already 
decided that it does not matter what 


I believe nor how much I have 
preached it, if I find it is not sup- 
ported by the Bible I am ready to 
quit preaching it—in fact I will quit 
preaching it and preach the truth. I 
believe that is the testimony and con- 
viction of every preacher here. As 
Church of God ministers, we believe 
that our first obligation is to God, 
not to an ecclesiastical system. 

Two further principles of Protes- 
tant faith are Christian education 
and evangelism. Give us more educa- 
tion, for Christian education goes 
hand in hand with evangelism—it al- 
ways has. Jesus said, “Ye shall know 
the truth and the truth shall make 
you free.” I believe a sound program 
of education and evangelism will help 
men and women to know the truth— 
truth that will lift them above the 
powers of sin, set their feet on the 
Rock of ages, and make them free 
men and women. I pray that God may 
help us to continue to preach that 
kind of gospel and to continue to tell 
the world that “the just shall live by 
faith.” God bless each of you.
